Almost Complete Suppression of 
the Republican vote.

twenty-two of tne Southern Congressional 
districts, three more than the number 
added to the representative districts of 
the Solid South, in the enumeration ot 
emancipated slaves as citizens (the South 
gained nineteen districts on the change 
of the blacks to be people)—}n twenty- 
two of the Southern districts the Repub- 
licans did not nominate candidates to 
Congress 
In nineteen of the twenty- 


two districts the colored people are a ma- 
jority of the inhabitants. In one of the 
districts where the Kepubhcans had can- 
didates the Republican vote was only 17, 
in another 330, in a third 495, in a fourth 
420, and in a fifth 11. In three of these 
the colored voters exceed the white, and 
in the remaining ones—namely in that 
one which cast only 17 Republican votes 
—they number 14,148, and m that one 
which cast 11 Republican votes they 
number 3,980 
These districts, with the 


Republican vote and the number of col- 
ored voters, are shown in the following 
table

My advice to every laboring man is, do not 
listen to such talk, tho nation which cannot 
command its own markets cannot command 
foreign markets. Production which will enable 
a foreign producer to undersell us here, will 
enable him to undersell us in distant markets; 
every mile of distance to market is a dead 
charge to production, and every mile cut oil is a 
direct addition to profit.
